Dysrunctional Uterine Bleeding (most common cause) 

❖ Examination 

Abdominal & PV -> to detect any pelvic pathology e.g. fibroid 

❖ Investigations 

- CBC -> to exclude anemia 

- Coagulation profile -> to exclude bleeding disorder 

- Thyroid Function test -» to exclude hypothyroidism
